building rather than unxler it and that, 
too, in exceptionally cdld weather. The 
turkey does not like close quarters, and 
thrives best where it is given plenty of 
air.

scratching shed. ' During the period 
in which this shed is in use all feeding 
is done in it, boards being provided 
for the soft mashes and the grain 
thrown among shaff or straw on the 
earthen floor.

Those who have 
not used the scratching shed have but 
to use a flock of hens enjoying the 
flood of sunshine protected from the 
wind to be convinced of its great value.

Huff Wyandotte*. 


Buff Wyandottes are a comparatively 


new variety, consequently do not throw 
so large a proportion of good colored 
chicks as the older and better estab- 
lished varieties. There is a difference 
of opinion amongst breeders of buff va- 
rieties as to the particular shade of 
buff which is most desirable, some pre- 
ferring^a lightish or "lemon," others 
a dark, or, as some call it, "orange" 


£E^ and probably the latter is the- 


better breeding color. 
The standard 


calls for "solid buff throughout," and 
the nearer you can get to that solid 
buff color the better your stock will be 
in color. 
F»wl» Should Fast Before Killing. 


No fowl should be killed until it has 


f vslecl fourteen-to sixteen hours. Those 
birds that it is intended to kill early 
in the morning should have both food 
and: water tak«n away not later than 4 
or 5 o'clock the afternoon before. If 
this ia nbt done, _ and they are killed 
full of food, it soon decomposes, turns 
the bird green, and renders them com- 
paratively worthless. Even if the food 
has passed out of the crop into the 
bowels, the towls will not keep long, 
as the half-digested food in the interior 
causes them to spoil and give an ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant flavor. 


For Healthy Turkey*. 


To raise a flock of strong, healthy 


turkeys new males should be intro- 
duced each year, and they should not 
be related to the hens. 
It is also 


necessary to limit the number of hens 
in each male's family. Ten or a dozen 
will be ample, and fewer would be bet- 
ter. 


Shell a Necessity. 


It is a mistake to suppose that fowl 


can find ample shell and such, simply 
because^ they have an ample run. A 
supply of shell and crkcked bone is a 
necessity the year round. It is aston- 
ishing how much of tins stuff a flock 
of fifty will get rid of in a week's time 
and with unlimited range at that. 


Keep XeHt Boxea Clean, 


AH nest boxes and roosts should be 


arranged so that they are easily moved, 
and the boxes should be set on or near 
the floor, so that there will be no temp- 
tation for the hens to use them as 
root>t!>. Nest boxes should bo cleaned 
out eveiy -week ami the hay or other 
material in thorn burned 
Kerosene 


or whiter a&h should bo freely used in 
nest boxeo and around roosts, winter 
and summer, to destroy vermin.

Warren line steamer Norseman, Captain 
Reese, bound from Liverpool for'Bos- 
ton, went ashore at 3.10 a. m. today, on 
Tom >Ioore's ledge, about 200 yards off 
Marblehead Neck. A dense tog and 
heavy sea prevailed, and those on lx>ard 
Uie steamer did not know where they 
were. 
/ 


In answer to signal cans, the life-sav- 


ing crew from Marblehead reached the 
vicinity of the vessel at about daylight, 
but .was unable to get alongside. They 
made known tfae fact that the vessel-was 
off Marblehead, and being told that she 
was not in immediate danger, returned 
to the town' transported thelife-saving 
apparatus to the nearest available posi- 
tion, "threw a 7line to the steamer, and 
began the work of taking off those on 
.board; in the breeches buoy, with every 
prospect of success. 


The vessel is .a cattle steamer, and she 


carries about MOO tons of general mer- 
chandise on this trip. There were 102 
persons on board, including a crew of1 
58, and 41 cattlemen, who were returning 
from England. The steamer struck at 
about half-tid^e. • There is a big hole in 
her hull' aJnd seven feet of /water in her 
hold. Tt is the opinion of the sailors from 
this port vsbo gathered to watch- the 
work of rescuing those on board, that 
she -can never, be -floated. 


The Norseman left Liverpool on March 


IS for Boston. She had. a pleasant pas- 
sage all the way across till early this 
morning, when she encountered the thick 
fog ar.d heavy sea which prevailed off the 
coast The fog was so dense ^bat it 
\\as impossible to get a bearing, and. 
there was no indication of danger until 
she struck the ledge. 


Captain Reese at once ordered the 


whistle to be sounded, and three guns 
were fired also-as signals of distress. For 
A long time apparently there was no 
hope of rescue. The fog still hung over 
the sea ?o deste that it was impossible 
to see 20 feet from the vesel, and the 
captain could not tell where the steamer 
lay. Just at daylight, however, a life- 
boat and crew was seen approaching. 


tDxving to the heavy sea, the boat could 


not come vwithin several rods of the 
steamer. Holding his position there, the 
captain Of tile ciew informed those on 
board the Norseman that they were the 
Marblehead, lifesavers, and that the 
steamer was on the ledge inside of Ton 
Moore's rock. Captain Reese requested 
that those on board be taken off. Cap- 
tain Giles of the life-saver stated that 
he did not dare come any nearer, but that 
he' would return to shore and attempt 
the rescue from there. As there seemed 
to be no immediate danger of further 
disaster- to the steamer, Captain Reese 
assented, and the life-saving crew re- 
turned to their station. 


As soon as possible the men uereon 


their way to Marblehead Neck with th 
life-saving apparatus. They took up 
their position on the rocks off the Nane- 
nashemet hotel, and it was decided to trj 
the breeches buoy. The first shotfron 
the gun landed the line on board the 
steamer, and at 8 o'clock Alfred Adams 
one of. the cattlemen, was brough 
ashore. 


Adams could give but very little in 


formation as. to the accident. He stat 
eel that he ^\as asfeep when the vesse 
struck, but the sliock aw&kefledhhim. H. 
hurried on flecte- and TI a*-HoW that ttt< 
steamer was ashore, but thai there 
no immediate danger. He states; tfta 
everything was. orderly. .All the mej 
vi er9 used to sep, travel, and seemed to 
take the accident much as a matter p 
course. As sotjn at. tne vessel struck a 
thorough an examination 'as possibL 
was made, and it was found that a grea 
hole had been. made. in.her.Juull and tlia 
the water had reached the height o 
seyen feet in her hold. She seenied to be 
fast, and the seas were pounding he 
heavijy. 


Between 8 and 9 o'clock the single line

Be sure the temperature of the 


cream is right, which should be from 
65 to 70 degrees, according to the con- 
dition of the cream. 


Test the buttermilk by means of the 


Babcock test, to find positively if there 
is any loss of butter fat. 


Test the skimmilk also, not once but 


frequently, and by close study condi- 
tions can be so controlled that thfere 
will be no loss.
